The kiug's palace is situated in the 
suburb of Abomey. called Jegbeh, alwut 
couple of miles southwest of Abomey 
proper. It stands about half a m«> to 
the left of the road leading from the 
coast to the capital, the residence of 
Hahansu. the heir to the throne, being 
at the fork of the roads, one of which 
leads to Abomey, and the other to 
Jeg'u.-h. Externally nothing more Is 
visible than a high wall of red mud, 
thickly stuck with cockle-shells, and 
having at frequent intervals a gate, with 
a high pitched roof of thatch, and earthen 
benches, also under cover, on either side. 
The area of the palace within the walls 
is about equal to that «f Regent's park, 
while before each pweshed, as the covered 
gate-houses are called, is a large open 
space, eleared of trees and obstructions, 
wherein troops dance and go through 
their military evolutions, such as they 
arc. Inside the palace is divided into a 
series of large courtyards, with intricate 
mazes of passages between them, and it 
is the delight of a Dahoniian host to 
bewilder his guest by conducting him 
through court after court ere he 
reaches the audience chamber. In 
the innermost court the private apart- 
ments of the king are situated, consist- 
ing of mere barn-like structures, kept 
scrupulously clean by frequent sweeping 
and lime-washing. Around the Ama- 
zonian Koo-si, or leopard wives, the 
actual wives of the king, each have their 
separate suit of apartments, or huts; 
while beyond the Amazon body-guard 
have their quarters, to the number of 
perhaps 4, 000.

An article in the English Mechanic 
expresAs entire confidence in the ad- 
aptability of the improved French glass 
introduced, for a vast number of in- 
d net rial and domestic purposes, and that 
its superiority in this direction, over 
every other description of the material, 
is unquestionable. 

It is, of course, chiefly'in the applica- 
tion of glass to uses for which, but for its 
brittleness, it would be very serviceable, 
that this wonderfully tempered article 
will exhibit its greatest value. Thus, it 
is found peculiarly serviceable in tt« 
manufacture of cups and saucers, plates 
and dishes, and, in fact, for all kinds of 
similar wares— these may, indeed, be 
violently thrown across a room without 
breaking. 

In the manufacture of alcohol and 
alcoholic liquors, too, especially beer, the 
tempered i;lass will find an extensive 
field for employment, while, in the pro- 
duction of acids and various other 
chemicals, it oflers advantages which 
will be readily seized. Not less impor- 
tant is the attainment of glass lamp 
chimneys, which will not fracture even 
when directly touched by the flame, 
and, as an ordinary sized pane, only one 
eighth inch thick, will bear a man's 
weight, the improved glass is likely to be 
universally substituted for the thick and 
not very transparent material at present 
used as pavement lights for underground 
rooms. As is well known, however, this 
glass cannot be cut into sizes like or- 
dinary kinds.

The great French chemist Lavoisier 
undertook the examination of the dia-

The 
total yearly production of eight districts, 
into which the one .hundred and sixty 
village* of the province of Kezanlik are 
divided, is on an average 3,500 pounds 
of otto of roses, of which the district in 
which the capital is situated produces 
half. Some years ago, however, the 
busbe* were exceptionally prolific. Thus, 
in 1866, 6,000 pounds were produced;

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The gold used by jewelers is always al- 
loyed with certain proportions of pure 
silver and the finest copjter, according to 
the quality de»ired. The jeweler melts 
his metals in a crucible and ca«ts them 
into ingots about two inches broad, three 
inches long and about one-eight of an 
inch thick. The ingots are reduced to 
any degree of thinness by being passed 
between steel rollers. The sheets or 
plates of metal thus produced are en- 
trusted to a workman, who, guided by 
drawings or models, eli'm out the pieces 
required for She various articles to be 
made. The pieces are given, along with 
the designs, to other workmen, who put 
them together. These men are seated at 
large tablesaround the sides of which are 
a series of semicircular recesses, each re- 
cess being occupied by a workman. Aft- 
er^the pieces are brought to the exact 
size required, they are ••ddered together 
by means of a blowpipe. Articles of an 
ornate character, such aw brooches and 
bracelets covered with designs in filligree 
work or inlaid with pebbles, require 
great nicety of manipulation, and the 
number of parts which go to compose 
some of them is immense. Pebble brace- 
lets of a finely worscd geometrical pat- 
tern are made in which there are no fewer 
than one huedr?d and sixty pieces of 
stone.
